General Santa Annas Is still at Elizabethport,
N. J., a2 the guest of Mr, Bavz, where he will
remiin tor o lew days longer, until sustable
sccommodations for himsell and his numerons
suite wre provided in New York. Yesterday our
representative again visited the sreat Megican,
in neceptance of an urgent invitation, and was
received by the General and his staff’ with the
utmust cordiality and attention,

OBJEOT OF BANTA ANNA'S visTT,

Upon our firing a blank cartridge at the Gone-
ral with respect to the real object of his visit to
the United Swates, after hie long seolusion at
8t, Thomae, the oy Pregident promptly rounded
to and replied ds follows in strong, =ound
Spanish, which we translite and condense as
follows:—

You wikh to know the object of my unexpected
vigit; and I also wish to bave I4 well and clewrly
understood by the great mass of Americans who
sympathize with the strugeling republic o
Mextco. In lesving my tranquil home at St
Thoma# to help to restore the republic of Mexico,
which 1 ercated over torty yeurs ago, I have no
sordid motive, no’ ambitious aim to satsiy, 1
hope, however, to hnve the gratificacion nfrs{f{!-
ing the backs of the French in hasty flight, as |
once eaw st Vers Cruz, when [ drove the in-
vaders from the eity. For months past, in my
quiet retirement ot St. Thomas, I have been re-
ceiving levters from all parts of Mexico, not only
friendsaud quondam adherents, but even from
Mexicans who have been antagonistic to me,
com plaining of the futility of the efforts made by
Mexican republicans to throw off their foreign
yoke and drive Maximilan and his French
usurpers {rom my nadve soil, and urging me to
once more present myselt as the champion of
the Mexican people and rhe republic. There
are many reasons why I did not ut once regpond
to those appeals. In the first pluce there was
the expectation that the Liberal Government,
judeiug from the obetinate resistance oftered by
them to fureign interyention at the firat, anni
their frequent successes, would prove strong
enough to maintain the Inlegrity of the re-
public. Then there was the probability that the
tGovernment of the United States, by a reasser
tion of the Monroe doctrine, would diminigh the
question to one of pecumary indemnity. But
the Liberals—and all Mexicans are Liberals
except those who are in the service of Muaxi-
milisn and the pay of Louis Nepoleon—being
wcak{:ued and demoruhized by previous in-
ternn

/ dissensions, cat off, as it were,
from the rest of the world, and, owing 1o the
secession  war, deprived of all ald f{rom

the United States, alter battling long and
valinntly sgainst superior forees in number, and
superior in arms, digcipline, and supplics, have
at length become exhansted wnd disheartened,
unti they are uow scattered over the country
in small detachments, some of them being in
favor of this Liberal general and some of another,
while the usurper's torces are concentrated
and united. Without unity there is no strength,
President Juarey, a man whom 1 highly estcem
and respect, a8 one deserving of all praise for
his efforts to restore the republig, 18 unable to
preserve the Liberal party ne a unit: but there
1s Ortega, who disputes his richt to the Prosi:
